Tin generated anew, where it hath been formerly digg'd up and fill'd 
with Earth. Item^ That taking a pint of limple. Spring. water, in 
which he diflfoly'd betwixt one and two drachms of Sal marine in Fri* 
gido (lince about that quantity of Common Salt the Sulphur-wtuer in the 
Nortn contains,) he added to this Solution of Salt in water, about 
two or three ounces of Calx Vive and the Marcafites of Fhriol ( found 
near the Stdphar-JVell ) groily pulverized ^^ which prefcntly became 
condderably hot; whereupon pouring off fomc of the Water, he 
poured into the fame, filtrcd, a little Solution of the fimple ^Ume- 
Salt ; and it immediately caufed a precipitation of a Sulphur , and 
fent forth the very fraell , and had alfo the exad taft of the SulphHr- 
Well. 

Again • That, feeing all Bodies arc but Concretions and Hardnings 
of their primitive Juyces , under various difguifes , generally per- 
formed by the operation of the Air , therefore the Preparation of 2 
Difl'olvent by Art, (which may work wonders in this kind) is no more, 
to him, than to make fuch an one, as may foften thefe Concretions, 
made by the Air, and by taking away their hardnefs , reduce them into 
their firil Juicy Liquors. Where he obfervcth , that if it were not 
for the perpetual Circulation of the Juyces in the Body , conflantly 
tranfpiring through the pores thereof , wc fliould cither become pe- 
trified, or be incircled with a Bark.
